Lees-McRae  is  unique  for  many  reasons  .  .  . 
That's  plain  and  simple. 

Lees-McRae  College,  in  Avery  County,  North  Car- 
olina, high  in  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains,  proudly 
bears  the  title  "Campus  in  the  Clouds"  given  it  over 
twenty  years  ago  by  Reader's  Digest.  Set  in  the  village 
of  Banner  Elk,  over  4,000  feet  above  sea  level,  the 
winters  are  cold  and  the  summers  cool. 

"The  Campus  in  the  Clouds"  is  located  in  a  valley 
surrounded  by  the  natural,  majestic  skyscrapers  of 
Grandfather  Mountain,  the  Beech,  Hanging  Rock,  and 
the  Sugar  Mountains.  From  the  pinnacle  of  Beech 
there  is  a  breath-taking  view  of  LMC  and  Avery 
County  that  represents,  for  the  most  part,  most  of 
the  student's  memories  of  the  years  spent  in  this  area.

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Years  ago  Lees-McRae,  in  an  isolated  position  was 
surrounded  by  high  mountains;  the  only  roads  in  and 
out  of  Banner  Elk  were  narrow,  crooked,  and  often 
impassable  when  the  snows  came.  Once,  food  and 
other  supplies  were  air-lifted  to  the  Banner  Elk  area. 
Today,  however,  it  is  easy  to  reach  LMC,  NC  105 
runs  from  Linville  to  Boone  past  Grandfather  Moun- 
tain where  184  leads  four  easy  miles  west  to  Banner 
Elk.  West  of  the  Village  is  19E  which  leads  across  the 
nearby  Tennessee  border  to  Johnson  City  only  forty 
miles  away. 


From  its  early  cloistered  existence,  Banner  Elk  has 
grown  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  now  Beech,  Grandfa- 
ther, Sugar,  and  Seven  Devils  Resorts  are  only  minutes 
away.  With  the  success  of  these  resort  complexes  here 
came  new  businesses,  more  students,  and  best  of  all, 
now  there  is  always  "something  happening."  Skiing 
has  been  for  us  students  a  major  winter  pastime  and, 
unlike  most  other  colleges  which  suffer  a  "winter 
lag",  Lees-McRae  really  comes  to  life  in  the  winter 
months.  The  ski  resorts  offer  professional  racing, 
name  entertainers,  and  an  over-all  active  social  life. 
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The  college  is  an  unbelievably  small,  Presbyterian 
Church-related  institution  that  operates  under  the 
direction  of  the  Concord  and  Holston  Presbyteries.  It 
is  an  active  member  of  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  the  American 
Association  of  Junior  Colleges.  Lees-McRae  graduates 
are  sought  after  throughout  the  South. 

Coeducational  and  emphasizing  the  liberal  arts 
programs,  Lees-McRae  gives  the  students  a  thorough 
foundation  in  liberal  arts  while  still  permitting  em- 
phasis on  any  area  such  as  science,  social  studies  or 
humanities.  Terminal  courses  are  available  for  the 
student  who  is  interested  in  Medical  Secretary,  Medi- 
cal Record  Technician,  and  Secretarial  Science.

If  Lees-McRae  could  be  summed  up  in  one  word, 
that  word  is  friendliness.  We  are  small  here,  we  are 
students,  not  numbers  here.  The  campus  is  compact, 
dorms,  classrooms,  and  faculty  housing  are  all  in  the 
same  small  community.

Each  year  Lees-McRae  offers  a  list  of  special  programs 
through  convocations  for  the  entertainment  and  enlighten- 
ment of  the  student  body. 

Lees-McRae  has  no  required  chapel,  but  many  of  the  convo- 
cation speakers  are  area  and  nationally  noted  ministers.  Rol- 
land  Mullinex,  the  minister  of  the  Banner  Elk  Methodist  Church, 
and  area  co-ordinator  of  RAM  (Resort  Area  Ministry)  spoke 
to  one  of  the  first  convocations  in  September.  Other  ministers 
included:  The  Rev.  Morris  D.  Warren;  the  Rev.  Jeffery  Wamp- 
ler,  graduate  of  Davidson  College  and  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary;  the  Rev.  Reid  Montgomery  of  Kingsport  Tennessee; 
Dr.  Don  Wardlaw,  who  addressed  the  student  body  with  a 
"Multi-Media  presentation  using  slides,  music,  and  a  lecture 
to  speak  on  the  subject, "Clowning  Around  Behind  Stained 
Glass,"  in  which  he  challenged  the  students  to  explore  the  new 
world  of  modern,  joyful  worship  experiences;  the  Rev.  Myron 
Moore;  the  Rev.  James  D.  Whitesides,  graduate  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary  of  Virginia;  the  Rev.  William  Burns, 
Vicar  of  Holy  Cross  Church  and  director  of  the  ValleCrucis 
Mission  School;  Dr.  Earnest  Lee  Stoffel,  author  of  His  King- 
dom is  Forever;  Rev.  Jeffery  Wampler,  pastor  of  First  Presby- 
terian Church,  Concord;  and  Dr.  Lane  Adams  of  the  Billy 
Graham  Crusade  who  spoke  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
Thomas  Stanley  Distinguished  Scholar  Lecture  Series.

Lees-McRae,  stung  by  Baltimore's  passing  attack  a 
week  earlier,  turned  the  tables  and  went  to  the  air  to 
pulverize  Potomac  State,  49-20,  in  the  last  game  of  the 
season  leaving  LMC  second  in  the  Coastal  Conference. 

LMC  took  the  opening  kick-off  and  marched  60 
yards  to  set  up  the  first  scoring  pass,  13  yards  from 
Watson  to  Mudd.

Lees-McRae  opened  its  1971-72  season  with  a  four 
game  streak  smashing  Mitchell  86-66  in  the  season 
opener.  Things  couldn't  have  looked  better  for  Coach 
Teeman  Haithcock  as  he  opened  his  second  season 
with  last  year's  standouts  Paul  Thompson  and  Eddie 
Stewart  back  and  looking  better  than  ever. 

The  Bobcats  finished  the  pre-holiday  slate  with  a 
solid  6-3  record.

Lees-McRae  hosts  NJCAA  Tourney  and  Southern  Inter- 
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For  the  third  straight  year  Lees-McRae  hosted  the  NJCAA 
Championships  at  Beech  Mountain.  Alfred  (New  York)  State 
College  successfully  defended  its  National  Title.  Lees-McRae 
placed  fourth  among  the  field  of  eight.  The  NJCAA  event  will 
be  moved  to  Alfred  next  year.  Lees-McRae  won  the  Nationals 
in  1970  and  placed  third  in  1971.  This  year  the  Bobcats 
captured  fourth  place  as  LMC  skiers  placed  fourteenth, 
fifteenth,  sixteenth,  and  eighteenth.

The  Lees-McRae  College  cindermen,  1972  edition,  ended 
their  season  on  a  sour  note  by  being  edged  into  the  celler  of 
Region  Ten  standings  by  Wingate,  19-18,  in  a  hard  run  re- 
gional track  meet  at  Brevard. 

Chip  Taylor,  a  freshman,  ended  the  season  with  35  points 
to  lead  the  Bobcat  team.  Richard  Peacock  had  a  total  of  2Th 
points;  Lou  Farri  —  2Vh;  Pete  Didonato  -  21;  Bill  Lavasque  — 
191/*;  Mike  Akers  -  16;  Jerry  Smith  -  15;  Carl  Fulton  -  lOVi; 
Tom  Garvey  -  8;  and  Jim  Mudd  had  8.  Other  Bobcat  scorers 
throughout  the  season  were  David  Royer  —  3%;  David  Burke 
—  3;  Jim  Barnes  —  3;  Jim  Johnson  —  2;  and  Tommy  Gambill  — 
2. 

Four  school  records  fell  for  the  Bobcats  this  season  in  track 
as  Mike  Akers  eclipsed  the  javelin  record  with  a  181  foot  heave 
to  best  the  old  record  set  by  Dennis  Shockley  of  Roanoke,  Va. 
(1966).  Shockley's  record  was  178  feet.  Richard  Peacock 
erased  the  broad  jump  of  21'  93A"  set  by  Frank  Palmer  in  1968 
with  a  jump  of  21'  10".  Lou  Farri  equaled  the  record  set  by 
Carl  Swanson  of  Boomer,  N.C.  (1955)  of  the  100  yard  dash 
with  a  10  flat  time.

The  1971-72  Student  Government  Association  under  the  administra- 
tion of  President  Martin  Sykes,  Vice  President  Kyle  Prufer,  Secretary 
Mackie  Biggs,  and  Treasurer  B  i  I  lie  Gammage,  did  more  perhaps  than  any 
other  organization  on  campus  in  the  area  of  "student-public"  relations. 
This  year's  SGA  not  only  served  as  an  outlet  for  student  concern,  or  the 
lack  of  it,  but  also  provided  the  student  body  with  many  services. 

It  all  began  during  the  summer  with  Freshman  orientation  and  then 
when  August  rolled  around,  the  SGA  was  right  there  helping  with 
registration,  making  I.D.'s,  and  sponsoring  a  "Get  Acquainted  Dance" 
helping  students  get  to  know  one  another,  while  at  the  same  time,  getting 
acquainted  with  the  SGA. 

September  and  October  were  extremely  busy  months.  Freshman 
elections  and  the  sponsorship  of  the  "LMC  Philharmonic,  Ever  Hot-and-

Lees-McRae  College  Board  of  Trustees 

The  Board  of  Trustees  made  far-reaching  decisions  during  the  Academic  Year  1971  -72.  The 
Trustees  granted  a  proposal  submitted  by  President  Evans  to  give  Avery  County  students  each 
a  $400  grant  when  they  attend  Lees-McRae  College.  The  Trustees  decided  to  conduct  a 
fund-raising  campaign  to  raise  the  necessary  monies  to  build  a  gymnasium  and  a  student 
center-cafeteria  complex  with  an  estimated  cost  of  two  and  one-half  million  dollars. 

Five  new  Trustees  were  elected  to  the  Board:  from  Holston  Presbytery:  Sam  Mortimer, 
Active  Presbyterian  Layman  from  Newland,  North  Carolina;  from  Covenant  Presbytery:  Mr. 
W.  B.  Goodson,  Lincolnton;  Mr.  Philix  0.  Gee,  Lexington;  Ben  E.  Wall  Jr.,  Rutherfordton;  J. 
Thomas  Ogburn,  North  Wilkesboro.  Mr.  Robert  Phifer  of  Morganton  was  re-elected  for 
another  term.  Mr.  J.  H.  Carson  was  re-elected  for  a  term  of  four  years  as  a  Trustee  at  Large. 
The  Board  reluctantly  accepted  the  decision  of  Mrs.  Louis  Sells,  who  had  completed  her  term, 
not  to  accept  the  nomination  to  Board  by  Holston  Presbytery.

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OUR  PRESIDENT... 

Dr.  H.  C.  Evans,  Lees-McRae's  dynamic  President,  area  Scout  Leader,  and  civic  bulwark  in  the 
area,  earned  again  his  unofficial  title,  "The  President  that  Cares."  Or.  Evans  does  care 
about  the  school,  and  about  the  students.  In  spite  of  his  jet-paced  calendar  of  events  that  takes  him 
all  over  the  nation,  meeting,  speaking,  and  raising  the  massive  amounts  of  money  that  is  required  to 
keep  Lees-McRae  going.  Dr.  Evans  somehow  manages  to  maintain  an  "open  door"  policy  with  the 
students.  Respected  and  held  in  genuine  affection  by  the  student  body.  Dr.  Evans  is  more  than  a 
leader,  he  is  a  symbol  of  the  Lees-McRae  way  of  life. 

Educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Tennessee,  LMC's  amiable  President  graduated  from  Carson- 
Newman  College,  where  he  received  his  B.A.  degree  in  1950.  He  earned  his  M.A.  degree  from 
Columbia  University  and  his  Ed.  D.  from  the  University  of  Tennessee  in  1958.  He  has  done 
additional  studies  at  the  University  of  Colorado  and  Lafayette  College. 

Dr.  Evans  has  had  a  distinguished  and  admirable  career  as  a  educator.  He  was  an  instructor  of 
Psychology  and  Education  at  Carson-Newman  College  in  Jefferson  City,  Tennessee  where  he  also 
served  as  Chairman  of  the  Department  and  Director  of  Teacher  Education.  Before  his  days  at 
Jefferson  City,  which  preceded  his  Presidency  at  Lees-McRae,  Dr.  Evans  utilized  his  many  and  varied 
talents  in  the  public  school  system  of  Tennessee  serving  as  everything  from  band  organizer  and 
director  to  guidance  counselor.  Because  of  his  fine  work  in  the  field  of  education  he  was  chosen  the 
Jaycee's  Man  of  the  Year  in  Morristown  for  1957  and  was  runner-up  for  Man  of  the  Year  in  the 
state  of  Tennessee  for  that  year.  He  was  chosen  "Tennessee  Teacher  of  the  Year"  in  1959.  To  try  to 
list  all  of  Dr.  Evans'  awards,  citations,  honors,  activities  and  labors,  would  take  several  pages.  It  is 
perhaps  sufficient  to  say  of  a  man  like  Dr.  Evans,  "He  is  a  rare  man." 

This  year  Dr.  Evans  was  one  of  fifty  national  educators  chosen  by  NASA  to  participate  in  the 
Educator's  Seminar  for  the  Apollo  16  Launch.  At  the  April  launching  Dr.  Evans  and  the  other 
educators  were  taken  to  the  VIP  section,  less  than  3  miles  from  the  launch  pad  where  he  watched  the 
lift  off  along  with  King  Hussein  of  Jordan,  President  and  Mrs.  Nixon,  Mrs.  Spiro  Agnew,  and  hosts  of 
Governors,  Senators,  and  other  VIP's.

Developmental  Studies  .  .  .  new  department. 


The  philosophy  behind  the  Developmental-Tutorial  pro- 
gram at  LMC  is  first  of  all  to  recognize  that  there  are,  indeed, 
many  who  are  not  suited  or  inclined  to  enroll  in  a  college 
curriculum  program.  There  are,  however,  those  who  could 
enroll,  benefit  from,  and  achieve  in  the  college  situation  even 
though  their  high  school  scholastic  records  do  not  point  to  this 
conclusion.  These  are  often  the  "damaged"  students,  victims 
of  a  past  history  of  low  achievement  and  lack  of  study  skills. 
Their  self-concept  is  low;  their  motivation  is  poor;  their  study 
habits  negligible.  The  aim  essentially  is  to  provide  the  situation 
and  staff  which  will  substantially  raise  that  self-concept,  oper- 
ate to  build  and  sustain  adequate  motivation,  and  train  the 
"damaged"  students  in  successful  study  habits. 

We  seek  to  do  this  through  an  Academic  Skills  Clinic  and 
developmental  courses  in  Math,  Reading,  and  Writing.  The 
Clinic  is  staffed  by  the  three  developmental  instructors,  three 
adult  counselors  and  five  peer  counselors.  The  entire  staff 
undergoes  an  extensive  program  of  training  in  the  diagnosing 
and  training  in  study  skills  techniques  and  motivation.  The 
Clinic  operates  weekdays  and  Sunday  nights.  Incoming  stu- 
dents are  tested  in  skills,  tutored  in  individual  subject  matter 
and  trained  in  the  skills  of  good  study  habits.  Special  study 
sessions  are  conducted  in  various  subjects  and  skills  classes  are 
also  held  in  such  areas  as  note-taking  and  exam-taking  tech- 
niques. Programmed  materials  are  prescribed  in  some  subjects 
with  achievement  tests  being  given  to  determine  their  success 
or  lack  of  it.
